Monday was one of the hottest (from 
' a political standpoint) off year elec¬ 
tion days that Maine has known for 
( years. Accordingly the returns show- 
one of the largest votes cast for years, 
and although tho Republicans were 
successful, electing their governor, the 
four congressmen and a good working 
house and senate, yet the Democrats 
made tremendous gains all over tho 
state. 

As was expected the Democratic 
. voices of the c-ity rang out sharp and 
loud and but for the more cons’erva- 
• tive rural sections Maine would have 
gone Democratic. 

Gov. Cobb is elected by a plurality I 
of about 9,000. Congressman Little- J 
field's plurality was reduced to 1300 j 
with a corresponding reduction of the I 
Republican plurality in each of the ' 
other congressional districts. It is con- i 
ceded by men of all parties that the 
cause of this overturn is disaffection 
with the Sturgis law passed by the 
last legislature. The prohibition ques- 
toin, as we have stated before was the 
chief issue of the campaign, and the 
Sturgis law, which has unquestionably 
proven to be a somewhat unpopular 
method of enforcing the prohibitory 
law has divorced many who have pre¬ 
viously voted with the Republicans, 
from the Republican ranks this year. 

The next legislature will contain at 
least sixty Democrats in the House of 
Representatives and seven Democrats 
in the Senate. It is conceded that 
Congressman Littlefield has been fully 
successful in his campaign against the 
various attacks which have been made 
upon him, for although he has had his 
majority reduced some three thousand, 
tho fact that a corresponding reduc¬ 
tion has occurred throughout other dis¬ 
tricts where no especial contest has 
been waged, simply places him in a list 
with the others and doesn’t admit of t 
any credit to outside influences. 

In Bethel the vote was 271 for Cobb ' 
and 186 for Davis with but very little ' 
cutting. Hastings for senator ran 4 - 
ahead of his ticket while Mclntire for 1 
sheriff ran 23 ahead of his ticket. < 
There was some concern in this section ( 
over the vote for representative to the i 
legislature, but Wight was elected over t 


i I Thurston by about 150 majority. The 
- J entire Republican ticket was elected in- 
c eluding sheriff, which the Democrats 
r have always claimed, 
i By the way, the Republican vote in 
3 Bethel was reduced 12 over the K«- 
! publican vote ■ two years ago as some 
; of our good Republicans seem inclined 
’ 1° biggest, but in tile name of good 
horse rinse and reason let us see about 
it. In the first place it is not a proper 
thing to do to compare the general 
vote of an “off year” with the vote 
of a presidential year, though, if any 
of our friends will take the trouble 
to make tin’s kind of a comparison on 
past results, they will discover that 
, there has been a falling off from 
j presidential years to “off years” of 
j more than 12 votes. Again if they will 
look back they will discover that in 
j 1906 we cast the largest Republican 
vote that has been cast on any "off 
year” for at least 15 years, and for 
aught we know for a very much longer 
period. The nearest approach to this 
vote was in 1892 when the Republicans 
of Bethel threw 266 votes, while four ■ 
years ago they threw but 172, and 
hence from the "off year” standpoint 
we have gained just a plump 100 from 
four years ago. 

It may also be noted' that in 1902 the 
Democrats cast but 61 votes while this 
year they cast 169. What was the 
matter with them four years ago? Our 
people will do well to remember that 
in 1906 we have had the hottest fight 
for years; that the Democrats have 
been up and stirring; that wo have had 
the Sturgis law, the result of which has 
whittled down seriously Republican 
votes in nearly every town in Oxford 
county and all but defeated our candi¬ 
date for governor, and why in the 
name of heavens should not this con¬ 
dition of things whittle us down just 
a bit in Bethel? ' 

Well it has anyway. The canvass has 
been made. The w-ork lias been done. : 
The battle has been fought, and the I 
victory has been won. Although we J 
have lost 12 votes since tho last presi¬ 
dential election, we challenge any of 
our friends to find a half dozen towns 
in the state of Maine that have held « 
their own as wo have done. ‘

NATURAL HISTORY IN THE HOME. 

The possession and care of animals 
lead very naturally to the study of 
natural history. But the mother will 
have to reverse the usual order in 
which the subject is presented, if slip 
would make it interesting to the minds 
of little children. The animal king¬ 
dom, with its divisions and subdi¬ 
visions, is beyond the comprehension 
of the tiny toddler who hugs a long- 
suffering kitten to his breast; butheean 
learn a great deal about kitty, and is 
seldom slow in asking questions for his 
better * information. From his own 
particular pet, he can pass on to 
simple descriptions and little anecdotes 
of other domestic animals, then to wild 
animals, birds, fishes and insects. 

Of course, at first, all he learns must 
be from little talks suited to his under¬ 
standing, and made as interesting as 
possible. Let him tell very often what 
he remembers, and encourage him to 
form the habit of careful observation 
regarding the animals that ho sees 
around him. There is no more fascin¬ 
ating occupation for the eager-minded, 
restless little ones. If your library 
does not contain a good text-book on 
natural history, procure one if pos¬ 
sible, and keep well ahead of your 
little, questioning son. You will bo 
surprised to find aids to the study alt 
around you, from the discarded Noah \s 
Ark in the attic to the cuts of birds 
and animals in the newspapers and 
magazines. In spring, make little ex¬ 
cursions to the country for a half day 
or a day, whenever you can possibly 
do so, and bo a child again with your 
children. I am asstitniug, of course, 
that your home is in the city or town. 
Aud you may be very sure that the 
memory of those hours spent in the 
country will stand among the sweetest 
of childhood’s recollections when their 
young years have slipped into the past, 
Tell them all about the birds in their 
particular locality; let them distin¬ 
guish the most familiar ones by their 
songs, help them to find nests, and lead 
them to see the care of the old birds 
for their little ones. And, mother, 
While these dear little ones of yours 
are all your own, dependent upon you 
for protection and care, let them see 
how, in like manner, many of these 
little animal friends are dependent up¬ 
on them, The boy so instructed will 
not, in all probability, be the boy who 
mistreats those younger and weaker 
than himself. Even when he puts 
away the playthings and pets of child* 
hood, the lessons learned will remain. 

As the boy grows older, lot a book 
about animals find its_way to him occa¬ 
sionally as a birthday or Christmas 
gift. The stories of Ernest Thompson 
Soton are excellent, as are “Black 
Beauty,” by Anna Sewell, and “The 
Call of the Wild,” by Jack London, 
to montion a few, Read thorn with 
your boy, and encourage him to talk 
about what he reads.—Mother's Mag¬ 
azine,

A WORD- OF WARNING. 


There Are 1293 Registered at Secre 
tary of State’s Office. 


A subject which is being agitated 
more or less at the present time is in 
relation to the fact that many of our 
sportsmen seem inclined to overstep 
their privileges in connection with the 
law. They forget that the first of the 
month is not the fifteenth of the 
month and there seems a tendency to 
do a great deal of shooting during the 
last two weeks before the lajv is off. 
Those who are accustomed to keep the 
law, waiting until the proper time, do 
not appreciate the fact that the other 
fellow steals a march on them by two 
weeks and by so doing, in a sense 
spoils the hunting season when the law 
is off. 

Not only this, but complaints have 
come to us over and over again that 
very many seem inclined to break the 
law by hunting on the Sabbath. We 
presume that each and every sports¬ 
man knows that the law prohibits hunt¬ 
ing on Sunday, that the same penalty 
is attached for shooting game on Sun¬ 
day as is attached for shooting during 
the regular closed seasons and if we 
understand the situation half aright 
the law-abiding people are going to see 
to it this year that the other fellow 
becomes law-abiding or pays the 
penalty; so we would suggest to our 
readers who have been in the habit of 
breaking the law, if there are any 
such, that their own welfare demands 
that they be careful. We are not out 
gunning for any of them but we know 
of those who are, and it has been told 
ns point blank by interested parties 
that if any of our sportsmen attempt 
to- break the law this season by be- 
■ ginning hunting before the law is off, 
or continuing it on the Sabbath, they 
Will be prosecuted to the full extent of 
the law. 

We, therefore, offer this as a word of 
warning and trust that any who would 
be otherwise affected by the enforce¬ 
ment of the law in connection with the . 
hunting season, will heed this advice 
and keep out of trouble. 


The season for automobiling for the 
present year has now passed the high- 
water mark as but few months remain 
in which these vehicles can be used, 
but still there are new ones coming in¬ 
to the state right along, as is shown by 
the constantly growing list of regis¬ 
tration at the office of the secretary 
of state. The total number of ma¬ 
chines registered in the state to date 
is 1293, and of that number 557 were 
registered this year. The number of 
licenses which have been issued to op¬ 
erators to date is 1624, the number is¬ 
sued this year being 638. The first au¬ 
tomobile registered after the law went 
into effect in June, 1905, was that of 
Richmond H. Ingersoll of Biddeford, 
and the first one registered during the 
present year belonged to Henry F. 
Dexter of Dexter. The first operator 
who secured a license after the law 
went into effect was Hartley 0. Baxter 
of Brunswick, and the first to secure a 
license this year was Mr. Dexter.

Burglars have again visited Bethel, 
this time to blow the safe in the post- 
office and their attempt was more 

• fruitful than have been any in the past. 

Several people residing in the vicin¬ 
ity of the. post-office hoard an ox- 
i plosion at about one o’clock Monday 
- morning and rising quickly to investi- 
I gate the eausd, discovered that the end 
, window in the post-office was opened 
and also that smoke was escaping 
through the window. They immediate- 

• ly raised the neighbors and notified 
Post-master Billings, who came to the 
office and found that the burglars had 
been successful in entering the safe 
and taking its contents of value, which 
consisted of over $900 in stamps and 
$100 in money. Two books were also 
taken, but as these are not such as 
would prove of value to the thieves, 
they were doubtless used to carry away 
the stamps in. 

Mr. Billings at once got into com¬ 
munication by telephone and te,e- 
graph with all the surrounding villages,- 
and also placed officers in search for 
the burglars. No definite cine is yet 
obtained. 

This is another of several attempts 
at safe blowing at Bethel. It will be 
remembered that but few years ago the 
safe in the Bethel Savings Bank was 
blown, although the burglars -were not 
successful at that time in securing any- . 
thing of value. Other safes have also • 
been opened at various times in the ^ 
past, but Sunday night’s attempt' was , 
the only one of marked success. Those s 
who have investigated the matter feel 
confident that the work is not that of ] 
amateurs but rather of experienced , 
burglars, doubtless members of the E 
gang which have been operating in j 
various parts of the state for a long ; 
time.

~ Four of Ten Persons Buried in One 
I Plot Served the United States. 

^ Of the ten persons buried in one of 
the family plots in Trinity cemetery 
> at One Hundred and Fifty-third street 
• and.Broadway, New York city, four 
were in their lifetime identified with 
’ the military or naval service of the 
United States, and three of them died 
! as ’ a result of this service, Few or 
’ those who pass the spot know this fact 
or have an opportunity to learn it, for 
J the graves are marked only with ab¬ 
breviated headstones hearing the initials 
1 of the porsons whose dust lies beneath 
them, and the only conspicuous char¬ 
acteristic of the monument whicn 
1 stands in the center of the plot, witn 
its head buried in the low canopy of 
foliage that shelters it from sun and 
rain alike, is a mitre in has relief. 

This does not suggest a militant fam- 
ily, but if one were not prohibited by 
the rules of the cemetery from walk¬ 
ing around to the south side of the 
stone one would find that inscribed 
there were the names and records of 
those descendants of the wearer of the 
mitre lying in the plot who gave up 
their lives for their country. That face 
is a -sort of tablet of honor. It is so 
full tha,t not another name could be 
added, although there are still other de¬ 
scendants not buried there whose names 
might fittingly be carved upon it. 

The plot is that of the Very Rev. Dr. 
Jonathan Mayhew Wainwright, who 
was appointed to wear the mitre of 
the Protestant Episcopal Diocese of 
New York in 1852 as the successor of 
Bishop Onderdonk, and his 1 descend¬ 
ants. Two of his descendants lost 
tlieir lives while in the navy and two 
while in the army, while a fifth is now 
a cadet at West Point. The body of 
Commander Jonathan Mayhew Wain¬ 
wright and Maj. David Wadsworth 
Wainwright, sons; Amelia Maria,‘ the 
daughter and wife of Col. Henry C. 
Bankhead, U. S. A., and Ensign Jona¬ 
than Mayhew Wainwright, a son of the 
commander and grandson of the bishop, 
lie in the plot. Capt. Bobert P. P. 
Wainwright, another grandson and a 
brother of the ensign, is buried else¬ 
where, His son is at West Point. 

Commander Wainwright was killed in 
an action with the' confederates near 
Galveston early on the morning of Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1863, while in command of the j 
gunboat Harriot Lane. As commander | 
of the Lane he had taken part in the ’ 
captures of New Orleans and Vicks¬ 
burg. 

His son the third to bear the n.inu 
of Jonathan Mayhew, entered the naval 
academy about the time of Ms father’s 
death. He died in 1870 when only 2 ! 
years old, from wounds received in an 
action with pirates near San Bln-,. 
Mex.
